Kansas City, Mo.—A man walked 
leisurely into the Grove, at Fifteenth 
rfreet and Benton boulevard, took a 
stat on one end of a bench near the 
northwest corner of the 
park 
and 
mopped perspiration, from his 
fore­ 
head. 
Then he dried the sweatband 
ol his hat with his banderchief, re­ 
placed it on his head, threw his coat 
over the back of the bench between 
himself and a man 
occupying 
the 
other end, and crammed his 
hands 
down into his trousers pocket«. 


A few minutes later an explosion of 
dynamite secreted in the front part of 
his clothing rocked the park, and the 
man’s body was blown to pieces. Parts 
of it were picked up later one hundred 
feet away. A fuse was found ten feet 
from the bench. 
The

police believe it was suicide. 
The victim was Hichard Mullins, 62 
years old,brother of W. C. Mullins of 
the W .
